Scripture 

❖ You shall not molest or oppress an alien, 
for you were once aliens yourself in the 
land of Egypt. (Exodus 22:20) 

❖ ... you turned to God from idols to serve 
the living and true God and to await his 
son from heaven, whom he raised form the 
dead, Jesus, who delivers us from the 
coming wrath. (1 Thessalonians l:9b,10a) 

❖ You shall love your neighbor as yourself. 
(Matthew 22:39) 

Reflection 

❖ Have you ever been in an alien land? Have 
you ever been removed from your comfort 
zone? 

❖ In times of stress, did you find comfort in 
Jesus - the love of God? 

❖ Is it possible to love another before first 
accepting God’s love? 

❖ When you “welcome an alien” or “love 
your neighbor” do you become Christ to 
another? Do you become the “love of 
God?” 

Sit down and think: How would I define 
the real aim of my life - what would be the 
one word that I would choose? I suspect 
that everyone would say “love” or “union 
with God.” One of the oldest and most 
traditional expressions is the word ’’unity.”

strivings in the one thing that is necessary, 
and that is the love of God...
